1. "IT IS COMPLICATED" NOT TRUE. Positional tolerancing and coordinate 
dimensioning are similar. Both are derived in basically the same way, making 
u$e of the allowance between mating parts. The allowable tolerance zone for 
mating parts is much simpler to calculate where positional tolerancing is used. 

2. "IT IS SUITABLE ONLY FOR PRECISION PARTS." NOT TRUE. Actually, 
positional tolerancing is simply a highly definitive method of expressing 
tolerances. Accuracy requirements are controlled by the values applied to the 
tolerance zone and should be as loose as the design permits. 

3. "IT IS SUITABLE ONLY FOR APPLICATIONS WHERE FUNCTIONAL 
GAGES ARE USED TO INSPECT THE PARTS, GENERALLY ASSOCIATED 
WITH VOLUME PRODUCTION." NOT TRUE. Actually, in inspection where 
low volume production is involved; templates, gridded sheets, and coordinate 
measuring devices can be used effectively in lieu of pin gages. 

4. "IT INCREASES THE DRAFTING EFFORT." NOT TRUE. If anything, it 
simplifies drafting. In addition, most companies can no longer afford the 
luxury of incomplete or ambiguous drawings which depend upon frequent 
engineering liaison and consultation for clarification.
